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THE BILL OF RIGHTS 


“Congress shall make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; 
or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the 
right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the Government for a redress of grievances.” 

Those words grew out of such excesses as had driven 
some American revolutionaries to stage in 1773 the 
colorful and famous Boston Tea Party...a protest against 
what they and many others in the Colonies felt strongly 


were unjust taxes. 


The quote above, of course, comes from the First 
Amendment to the Constitution, anchor of the original 
ten amendments ratified on December 15, 1791 and 


known as the Bill of Rights. 


Those amendments have been discussed and cussed 
over nearly two centuries, but they have stood firm as 
one of the great sections of what has to be the greatest 
statement of the rights of a people in relation to the 
government that guides their destinies. 

The trouble is, while a great many pay homage to the 
Bill OF Rights, many of them seem unwilling to pay the 
bill FOR rights. The bill that includes the cost of gran- 
ting to all our fellow citizens the same rights we so hap- 


pily claim for ourselves.

They are eligible to 
submit an SF-171, Personnel 
Qualification statement, directly 
to the Forest of their choice. 

Completing of the 
examination or submitting an 
SE-171 is not a guarantee of a 
summer job. Many more 
applications than positions 
available are anticipated.

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Tule Elk Moved From San Diego 
To Wildlife Refuge In Merced Co. 


SACRAMENTO — Eighteen 
Tule elk are getting adjusted to 
their new home at the San Luis 
National Wildlife refuge in 
Merced county following their 
transfer from San Diego. 

Joel Miller, assistant manager 
of the refuge, says the animals 
came through the long overnight 
truck trip in good condition and 
are busy exploring the 761-acre 
fenced enclosure on San Luis 
Island. 

Tule elk, a native of 
California, once were found in 
large numbers in grassland and 
foothill areas of the state. Their 
numbers steadily decreased, 
however, as agricultural and 
industrial development deprived 
them of their native habitat. 

Today the Tule elk 
population in the state is 
estimated to be less than 600 


animals. The largest population 


is in the Owens valley and 


adjacent mountains where 375 
animals were counted in a census 
in August. 

Another free roaming herd in 
Colusa county is estimated to 
contain 110 animals, and 
approximately 40 elk are 
maintained at the Tule Elk 
reserve at Tupman in Kem 
county. 

Both the Colusa county herd 
and the Owens valley herds are 
the results of relocation of 
animals from their native 
grassland areas in the Central 
valley. 

In 1971 the Legislature 
placed a moratorium on elk 
hunting until the state’s 
population reached 2,000 
animals.

IN NATIONAL LABOR RELATIONS ACT 


BAKERSFIELD — California 
Farm Bureau Federation 
delegates to the national 
convention scheduled in New 
Orleans next month will attempt 
to persuade their nation-wide 
counterparts to adopt policy 
changes which will support the 
inclusion of farm laborers under 
the National Labor Relations 
act. : 

Fred L. Starrh, Kern County 

Farm Bureau president and one 
of two elected state delegates to 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation convention, explains 
that a labor resolution passed 
last week at the state’s 
convention in Anaheim gives full 
support to the proposal. 

“As a state delegate, I will 
actively pursue removal of the 
exclusion clause which bans 
coverage of farm laborers under 
the National Labor Relations 
act,” says Starrh. “My efforts 
will be focused on attempting to 
have this policy adopted by the 
AFBF, which at present time 
does not support the coverage.” 

Starrh was elected as state 
delegate at the 56th annual 
meeting of the CFBF, December 
9-11. Only two individuals are 
honored each year as the 
remaining three members of the 
state delegation include top 
officers of the CFBF. 

The 150 delegates to the state 
convention heard first-day guest 
speaker, Earl Butz, U.S. 
secretary of agriculture, label 
agriculture as the language of 
peace. 

“It is a language that growing 
millions yearn to hear and a 
language that nations will heed,” 
Butz reported. “It is precisely 
the language that the United 
States is prepared to speak, 
powerfully and eloquently. It is 
the language we must speak 
louder and louder, year by 
year.” 

And William Kuhfuss, 
president of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, also 
commented on agriculture and 
other nations of the world 
during a second-day 
presentation. Reducing U/S. 
meat production in order to 
provide more grain for 
international food needs would 
add little to world supplies and 
would seriously disrupt the 
efficient and productive 
operations of American 
agriculture, he warned. 

“Cattle,” Kuhfuss said, “are 
efficient users of grasses and 
forage from millions of acres of

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Development Concept Plan Revision 
For Sequoia Park Is Now Underway 


THREE RIVERS — Revision 
of the Development Concept 
plan for the Giant 
Forest-Lodgepole complex at 
Sequoia National park, which 
was reviewed in public meetings 
last August, is underway, 
according to Superintendent 
Henry G. Schmidt. 

In response to public input at 
the meetings and in writing, 
both the Park service and 
contract planners are considering 
additional approaches which 
would meet the primary 
objective of protecting the 
Seqouia groves within Giant 
Forest. 

Schmidt said the public 
generally agreed with the 
concept of relocating facilities 
from the Giant Forest to less 
fragile areas. Major objections 
center around where the 
facilities are to be relocated. 

New studies will consider the 
number of campsites, types of 
campgrounds, and locations in 
an attempt to provide this type 
of recreation facilities near the 
Giant Forest-Lodgepole area. In 
addition, the National Park 
service will be working with the 
U.S. Forest service and other 
land managing agencies to 
consider campground demand 
and suitable locations for future 


“We've 


expansion on park land, Forest 
Service land, or other 
appropriate areas. 

Alternative locations, 
distribution, and character of 
concession facilities and services 
in the Giant Forest-Lodgepole 
vicinity are also under 
consideration. A transportation 
system study will consider 
alternate locations and methods 
of vehicle parking and 
circulation routes. 

‘“‘We received some very 
constructive comments from 
public agencies, private 
organizations and individuals at 
the following our public 
meetings,” Schmidt said, “and 
we are considering all the 
suggestions and alternatives.”

PORTERVILLE — ‘laxes 
continue to be one of the major 
costs of producing and 
distributing electricity for 
Southern California Edison 
Company customers, and this 
yéar the utility will pay 
$2,293,817 in property taxes to 
Tulare county alone. 

R.B. Hatfield, Edison 
Porterville District manager, said 
the investor-owned electric 
utility will pay more than $81.7 


million in 1974-75 ad valorem 
taxes to 16 counties in Central 
and Southern California. 

The first installment of 
$1,146,909 for Edison’s 
property taxes in Tulare county 
was paid Tuesday, December 10. 
The final payment will be made 
on April 10. 

“Taken altogether, this year’s 
taxes account for about 16

Gasoline 
Gallonage 
Is Decreasing 


SACRAMENTO — The 11th 
straight month of/ decline in 
distribution of taxable gasoline 
gallonage, compared with the 
previous year, has been reported 
by the state board of 
equalization. 

Gasoline distributions in 
October 1974 were down 2.6 
percent from October 1973, 
from 886.1 million gallons in 
1973 to 863.0 million gallons in 
October 1974.. Revenue in 
October from the 
7-cents-a-gallon tax dropped 
correspondingly from the year 
before, from $62.0 million to 
$60.4 million. 

The October 1974 figures 
were up. 5.5. percent, from 
September 1974, but for the 
calendar year to date 
distribution of gasoline was 
down 5.2 percent from the 
previous 1 1-month period. 

While gasoline-tax revenue 
dropped $1.6 million from the 
same month a year ago, this was 
probably more than 


compensated for in actual tax 
revenue by the increased sales 
tax yeild resulting from the 
higher price for gasoline.

PORTERVILLE — Fashion 
forecast for this winter is warm 
and comfortable clothing around 
the home to help keep heating 
bills down, especially if you have 
an electric heating system, 
according to a prediction by a 
Southern California Edison 
Company spokesman.

COTTON SEED FOR 1975 PLANTING 
REFLECTS POSSIBLE ACREAGE CUT 


FRESNO — A total of 19,800 
tons of seed have been saved for 
planting the 1975 cotton crop in 
the San Joaquin valley, officials 
of the California Planting Cotton 
Seed distributors reported at 
recent board of directors 
meeting in Fresno. 

Quality of. the seed is 
reported to be excellent due to 
ideal weather conditions at 
harvest, according to Tom 
Cherry of Bakersfield, manager. 
The total accumulation is about 
400 tons ahead of the 
seed-saving goal established in 
September. 

The goal was predicated on 
the expectation cotton acreage 
in the valley might be reduced 
by 20% in 1975, due to lower 
prices for cotton lint and 
attractive cropping alternatives. 
Cherry said that since cotton 
prices have continued downward 
in recent months, it is possible 
the 20% acreage cutback might 
be exceeded. 

More than 16,000 tons: of 
seed saved is of the SJ-2 variety, 
which will be in general planting 
for the second year. Some 2,400 
tons are SJ-3 seed, a strain 
recommended for areas with a 
serious wilt problem. More than 
1,200 tons of 4852 seed, a 
promising new strain which may 
be released in the next year, are 
being saved, along with 26 tons 
of an experimental glandless 
cotton. 

Board members reported an 
excellent cotton harvest season 
throughout the valley, with good

SMALL GRAIN 
PRODUCTION UP 


SACRAMENTO — 
California’s 1974 production of 
small grains (wheat, oats and 
barley) totaled 2,344,000 tons, 
according to the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting service. 

Winter wheat production was 
up 26 percent, Durum wheat 
was up 50 percent, and oats up 
14 percent, while barley showed 
a one percent decline from 
1973. 

Harvested acreage of small 
grain crops for 1974 totaled 
1,727,000 acres, six percent 
more than the 1,622,000 acres 
harvested in 1973. Oat acreage 
was down 10 percent from 
1973, barley down seven 
percent, while wheat acreage 
showed a 31 percent increase 
over a year ago.
